By this time any one can see 
that Mr. W. is only ‘beating the 
air’ in his argument that we 
will not all receive the gift of 
tongues as the evidence of the. 
baptism, and that the twelfth 
and fourteenth chapters of First 
Oorinthians only apply to the 


vift of tongues and not to the 
tongues as the evi- 
dence of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. It is the gift of 


tongues that Paul is regulating 
and not the gift of the Holy 
Ghost(Acts 2:38.)evidenced by 
speaking with other tongues as 
the Spirit gives the utterance. 


If this is not enough, a close 


study of Acts 10, and Acts 19, 
Will assist in our proof. In both 
these instances they received 


the Holy Ghost and spoke in 
other tongues, but in neither 
instance it mentioned that 
they had the gift of tongues. 
But they received the Holy 
Ghost, ‘For they heard them 
speak with tongues.’’ Acts 10:46,

The manager has an option 
on asmall plot of ground, 100x 
150 ft. with a seven room louse 
on it that can be bought at a 
reasonable figure, which if pur- 
chased will be enlarged by the 
addition of four rooms which 
will then be large enough to ac- 
commodate at least fourteen per- 
sons. 

There is in the office of this 
home a ledger kept with every 
donor and the amount that was 
donated. Itis real interesting 
to look over its pages and read 
its contents. This. ledger is open 
for inspection to any one who 
desires to examine it. 

The officers of this home came 
to our city well recommended 
and are under bond by a surety 
company in addition, so no one 


) should be uneasy about the mon- 


ey contributed to its support go- 
ing astray. These oflicers are 
not in this good work for the 
money they reeeive for their 
services as they only receive $8, 
per month for service 
rendered. They have sacrificed 
good positions and salaries to 
help the fallen and outeasts as 
there is so much of this work to 
do and so few to do it. There 
at present 6 inmates in the 
Home, one woman having died a 
short. time ago with tuberculosis 
She was saved sanctified and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost 
shortly after coming to the Honie 
and went to glory rejoicing.
